HOLIDAY TREE COLLECTION
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“Wishcycling” is when you recycle an item because 
you wish it were recyclable, even though it is not. While 
we wish every item could be recycled, this is not the 
case. In fact, when you recycle an item incorrectly, it 
can contaminate the recycling stream and cause 
properly recycled items to be taken to the landfill. When 
in doubt, check if your item can be recycled at 
https://www.fitchburgwi.gov/146/Refuse-Recycling 
before tossing it in your blue recycling cart.
